“BUYING A NEW CAMERA IN KYOTO” 
Emil - Canon SL3 50mm F1.8 shot @ F1.8 


| have grown to greatly love my Canon 80D, the quality of its 
still fotos is unmatched by any other camera | have had and | 
have used quite a few cameras in my day. 

While it will never replace my Nikon F4s in my heart but, 
even here, | am the first to say that this Canon makes much 
better fotos than | could ever do on my film camera. 
Recently, | was in the midst of a horde of zombie-like tourists 
stumbling all about one of the larger temples here in Kyoto 
and | was struck by the fact, that | could actually count the 
number of people who had real cameras. 

Let this truly sink in... 

Literally, thousands of people milling about but maybe, ten 
people were there with a real camera and still few yet, with 
a large camera like mine 80D. 

Most of the cameras there that day looked to be small, lite 
mirrorless Fujis or Sonys that were hardly more noticeable 
than the thousands of smart phones. 

Having a large camera like the 80D begs notice, people do 
take notice, they stop and stare and while | humour myself 
that they were merely super envious of the mighty powers 
of my 80D compared to their little, tiny smart phones with 
their baby camera built in; | now see that it wasn’t envy but, 
amazement that someone was still using what to their mind 
seems to be some form of dinosaur technology. 

Further research has shown me that there seems to a rather 
starling small group(s) of people that still gravitate or 
actually use traditional cameras and it is somewhat, it is 


depressing to find myself affiliated with old men, a cadre of 
professional (or not) photographers, paparazzi — all of which 
are generally held in deep suspicion and/or disdain by the 
public in general. 

The real problem | think lies in the physical size and large 
format presence that the Canon 80D creates even in a mass 
sea of humanity and this has created a series of issues with 
my ability to “get the foto.” 

The size issue is multiform, as it involves not only the need to 
carry a large, heavy bag or backpack with you all day long, 
stuffed to capacity with about 15-20 pounds of required 
camera gear and more importantly, in an age where 
backpack are seen a potential security threat by all eagle- 
eye, rent-a-cops who endlessly want to stop you while 
demanding to inspect every nook-and-cranny of your huge 
bag. 

As explained, large cameras immediately draw glaring 
attention to its user and thus, it renders even the best of 
your learned, stealth, ninja-like skill set ability of foto taking 
to be like totally worthless in even trying to take the simplest 
of candid foto(s). 

These are the days where everyone is like totally beside 
themselves in frantic protection of their ownership 
copyrights (be they real or imaginary) a big camera means 
and equals to a serious threat of theft of the merchant’s 
creative end-cap and the photographer must be stopped, 
punished...their cameras smashed and the photographer

There is no 
shortage of small (some very small — almost what we use to 
call spy-size) cameras but, sadly there is like this massive 
disconnect between size and cost. 


This is surely not your daddy’s business world and physical 
size no longer has any direct relationship to the actual cost of 
the item to be purchase...so much for my generation’s 
concept of “big and beautiful” and “getting the most bang 
for ya buck*!” 


(*EDITOR NOTE: This is not/was not meant as an evil, racist 
or ethnic slur against Native Americans as this is a term used 
by people of Emil’s generation to designate a single USD 
dollar, paper bill.

Will talk to your later after | get lunch. 

(One hour later) 

Glad to that you made it back. 

Lunch was OK. 

Nothing really great, it’s just noodles and of course it was at 
a rather primo price for my extreme shoestring budget while 
| am living poor here in Kyoto. 

As | think that | was telling you that | love my Canon 80D but 
that it is big, heavy and is getting in the way of taking fotos 
here in Kyoto so, | have decided to buy a smaller camera. 

| know... “give up the 80D... are you nutts???” 

It is a wonderful camera that makes great fotos but, its time 
has come...for whom the bell tolls, it tolls for big and bulky 
DSLR cameras (or not...read ahead). 

It is time for something that will be easy to carry up and 
down the many hilltop tourist traps and allow me to again 
disappear into the massive sea of humanity that mills about 
these temples and shrines. 

| need something rather stealth and small enough to not 
draw the angry eye of locals or militant merchants who so 
protect their own end-cap shrines assembled to please, 
honor all of the retail gods and their mantra of consumerism. 
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Another consideration was that Japan is no longer the 
camera buying Mecca that it had once been...this has mainly 
to do with the fact that most Japanese Cameras are no 
longer manufactured in Japan. Nikons are made in Thailand 
and VietNam, Canon is a hold out and still make a few here 
but even then, the new cameras that | looked at were 
manufactured in the Philippines (?) and in Thailand. 

There is a used market here but, they mostly seem to be 
more or less, exclusively cater to their regular customers 
who tend to be a select group of old grump men and rich 
collectors — which results in no bargains for budget shopping 
foreigners. 

At the used stores, the anti-foreigner basis would be hard for 
a first time shopper to distinguish as the Japanese are always 
so polite and non-confrontive unlike Chinese Merchants 
(who have no second thought to take an instant offence to 
whatever you just said and run you out of their store with a 
broom handle and while trailing a rather long stream of rude 
curses). 

The Japanese Merchant will not tell you that they have 10 of 
those camera (you just asked about) in the back and will 
rationalize that the “didn’t lie” (Japanese People are 
sensitive to being called out as a liar) because of the way you 
phrased your question to not include the back room and it 
was really true they didn’t have any on the sales floor. 

Stand around the busier shops for any length of time and 
you will see this play out time after time. 


These stores are famous for being run by cranky old men 
who have a rightful disdain for foreigners — especially 
Americans and the English (in fact, the only ones that they 
truly hate more are the Chinese and sometimes the 
Koreans). 

This has to do with their advanced age and that they have 
personal memories of the War and worse yet, the American 
Occupation of their country after the war. Many of them lost 
fathers and uncles fighting the war and many still remember 
the disguise of the greedy, American Gangsters that came to 
rule their country along with the Warlord MacArthur (what 
the Japanese called him at the time). 

Same with the Chinese as many Japanese Soldiers who went 
to China never came home alive or even in death. 

There is still much pain and bitterness in the older 
generations here. 

| get it and | understand it for the opposite point of view as 
many American Dads and Uncles never came home either. 
This has faded much in the younger generations here with

It means that you ain’t gonna get a good deal at the used 
camera shops unless the old man is at lunch and his 
grandson is watching the shop. 

“Yes...lam getting back to the cameras, Ma!” 

After much research | stumbled upon my final shopping list 
that addressed my need of a small, lightweight camera that 
would fit into my $600 (USD) budget — total cost as there is 
no money for costly add-ons or investment in expensive lens. 
The first was the Sony A6000 which was at the cheapest and 
on the surface, it was the best money and value deal. 

The A6000 is basically the same, core camera as the 6300, 
6400, 6500 and so it would seem that the newest 6600 is the 
same-same on taking fotos and it only about to come out. 
Now the new cameras improve the video and weather seal 
the camera better but, are at their heart, they are just an 
A6000 on steroids. 

The downsize is that the kit lens is like worthless to what | 
need to shot inside dark temples where | cannot get within 
ten feet of the statue...the newer kits with the 18-135mm 
lens while a bit slow would be perfect but, it would add 
almost $200 (USD) to my costs. 
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| didn’t mention battery life is bad but, third party batteries 
and chargers are cheap here: 2 batteries and dual charger 
was less than $30 (USD). 

END THOUGHT: Great little camera, great pictures but, the 
cost of the lens is “TOO DAMN HIGH!” 

The next contestant was Canon’s newest mirrorless camera, 
the M50. Which is light, very small and right above the 
A6000’s price tag. 

The problem again was a kit lens that would not do what | 
needed to do but, with an adapter (almost $300 here for the 
Canon and $100 plus for a (maybe will work OK) third party 
adapter that will let me use the lens that | have assembled 
for my 80D. 

Then, there is a terrible battery issue here that is far worse 
than with the Sony...from what | have read and watched in 
all those endless YouTube Videos was that | would need 4-5 
batteries to get me through a normal day of shooting. 

Now that is really a serious issue...and thus cost to consider. 
With the extra cost of the adapter or to buy “M” mount lens 
for the camera took it from a rational “must buy” to a “are 
you kidding...you want how much for the adapter?” 
Seriously, they really do give you the adapter for free when 
you buy the new EOS R or RP... 

With my the third selection, | heard you! 

No! |am not being stupid? 

On the surface, | do admit that you might have a point as it is 
not a mirrorless camera but is a DSRL. 


The 3rd choice is the new Canon SL3 (better known here as the 
SL2 Mark 2 or even as the 250D in Singapore) and it is Canon’s 
smallest normal camera (about 60% smaller than my 80D) but, 
it has everything inside that the M50 does but, it needs no 
adapter and battery life falls into almost the science fiction 
world with an ability to take over 1000 plus votes on just one 
battery that is much smaller than the one on my 80D. 

So, there is nothing else left to buy...no adapters, lens (I already 
have) and “No thanks!” to the suggestion of a backup battery. 
The warranty doesn’t much matter as | don’t live in Japan so an 
extended warranty was an extra cost that | need not trouble 
myself with. 

“OH...you should have gotten an International warranty 
Please Campers! In the real world of Asia that | live in, believe 
me that is not the YouTube version of Asian reality, 
international warranties are a retail insider’s joke on a stupid, 
misinformed, foreigner devil. 

“But, | give you an International warranty if you pay full 
price...for FREE...no additional cost.” 

| once took a lens to the Canon Company Service Center in 
Bangkok and the first and last question that was asked was 
“Where did you buy?” 

| was truthful and said on 

“Amazon but, | have the international warranty!” 

After the loud and extended laughter died down in the Canon 
office, the young gal kindly said that they would repair but “Not 
FREE...as you didn’t buy it here...Sorry!” 


| 


So, Campers, hope that you will not be fooled into paying full 
retail on the vague promise of some magical, mystical grace of 
international cooperation in all issues dealing with warranty 
repair. 

Each of the above cameras did come with a local one-year 
Warranty and a 30-day return/replacement service as free. 
Not bad, because, remember like all electronics are more than 
likely gonna fail within a very short time after you first turn 
them on...with cameras, if you have a problem a year from 
now; it usually means that you screwed up something and that 
the camera was not to blame... 

Did the deed today and | now have a brand new, grey market 
(actually it was made for the Philippines’ Market) Canon SL3 or 
as tagged here, the Canon SL2 Mark 2. 

Looks and feels all the same to me...same-same... 

| have gone from almost a 20-pound backpack to a little 3- 
pound shoulder bag which should mean a lot to my aching 
shoulder after a full day shooting...| have to really take you a 
pic(s) so that you can see the radical difference as it really is... 
The camera is small and while it’s not as small as the M50, it is 
light and actually feels good on the hand because of the good 
hand grip. 

Actually, it turns out to be more advanced than even my 80D 
basically because most of what is inside is just a newer, more 
advanced version of my 80D’s electronics. 

Since | already have good set of canon lens to use with it, the 
pictures are much the same as | can get on my 80D. 


| decided to abandon the kit lens as | don’t really do video — 
which that lens is decent for and | decided to use a 50mm stm 
F1.8 lens (results between it and the 50mm F1.4 didn’t justify 
double/triple the cost to buy here). 

| did add this 50mm lens to the cost as an afterthought, as | 
have a 24mm flat lens on the 80D but | needed something with 
a bit more low-light ability for use in dark temples and shrines. 
It cost just about $100 (USD) here — which seems to be about 
S25 less than in America. 

So, my new, standard setup is the Canon SL3, a 50mm F1.8 and 
my old but very trusty, 100mm F2.0 Cannon Lens — in fact, with 
how and where | shoot, this is my most used lens. 

Still on the bench, | have the really expensive 11-24mm lens 
and the hand street lens, the 24mm as my main backups but, 
as | don’t seem to use them all that much...nor can | figure out 
of to carry them without breaking out the giant camera bag 
and thus defeating this entire exercise in minimalism... 

| will leave them in my 80D bag for future reference and need. 
NO! 

lam not and will not sell my 80D...it is too ingrained into my 
physic being to discard or abandon.
